Real wages this month will be less than at start of ’78 
October price rise year’s worst

The consumer price index rose 
during October in the biggest 
monthly Jump since the ‘new 
economic policy" a year ago — 5.7 
per cent, 

This brings the total rise this year 
to 34.8 per cent, and that over the 
past 15 months to 53.7 per cent. 
Economics circies in Jerusalem said 
last night that they expect the final 
rise for 1978 to reach 45 per cent. 
The rapid rise in prices meaus that 
the real wages of salaried persons 
will already be less this month than 
they were in January, despite the re- 
cont wage increases. 


As Inflation continues to send 
prices spiralling. real wages will 
continue to shrink. It will take only a 
month to wipe out the 7 per cent rise 
that workers are Ukely to get after a 
long struggle between the govern- 
ment and the Histadrut. 

Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yeroham Meshe!l has already 
demanded that the cost-of-living ad- 
justment be paid every three 
months, so that workers will not 
have to wait half a year for their 
wages to catch up with prices. 

The labour federation Is also about 
to demand that income tax brackets 
be kept constantly and completely 
linked to the price index, and that the 


C-o-L adjustment be 100 per cent of 
the price rise, rather than 70 per cent 
as It is today. 

It appears that these items wil] be 
the focus of the coming struggie 
between the Histadrut and the 
government. 

The consumer price index, figured 
on a base of 100 for 1976, reached 
224.6 by the end of October. The Cen- 
tral Bureau of Statistics calculates 
that the percentage rise in 
November will equal that in October, 

As to the different categories mak- 
ing up the index, prices of clothing 
and footwear went up by 18.9 per 
cent during October, and housing

U.S. awaiting message from Sadat Φ΄. a es 
Carter may call new summit if 
peace talks reach standstill 


WASHINGTON. — President Jimmy 
Carter is ready to initiate another 
three-way summit with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat and Premier 
Menahem Begin if the situation in 
the elusive Israel- peace trea- 
ty negotiations continues to 
deteriorate, well-placed U.S. sources 
disclosed yesterday. 

Frustrated and concerned by the 
inability of Israel and Egypt to reach 
final agreement on the relatively few 
remaining unresolved issues, Carter 
has already been forced by events to 
step up his direct, personal involve- 
ment in the negotiations. 

On Tuesday he met for some 90 
minutes with Defence Minister Ezer 
Welzman for an unscheduled and un- 
announced White House session. To- 
day he is scheduled to meet at 10 
a.m. (Washington time) with Egyp- 
tlan Vice-President Husni Mubarak, 
who was due to arrive here last night 


from Cairo with a special mossage 
“Shite ‘Houre. officials yesterday

said that Carter has "no plans" to 
call for another summit with Sadat 
and Begin. But they refused to rule 
Out such δ possibility if it becomes 
apparent in the next few days that 
the talks are about to collapse 
because of the remaining sticking 
points.

Cairo intentions known

Jerusalem yesterday reacted with 
mystified concern to the spate of 
Egyptian statements about the Gaza 
Strip. One source close to the peace 
talks even voiced the fear that Egypt 
may have raised the Gaza isaue a5 a 
pretext to suspend or break off the 
negotiations with Israel, following 
its condernnation by the Arab world 
— including Saudi Arabia — at the 
recent Baghdad summit. 

The cabinet, which convened 
yesterday morning to begin a vital 
revicw of the state of the 
negotiations, cancelled another ses- 
sion scheduled for thia morning, and 
Premier Begin sald the ministers 
would only resume their discussion 


once Cairo‘s intentions had become | 


clear. 

Expectations are now fixed on the 
imminent meeting in Washington 
between President Carter and Egyp- 
tan Vice-President Hosni Mubarak, 
who flew to the U.S. yesterday witha 
special message from President 
Sadat. 

Egypt is underatood to be deman- 
ding a “‘Haison presence" in Gaza 
and the stationing of an Egyptian 
police contingent there. Egypt also 
wants a reference to its “special 
responsibility’ for Gaza to be em- 
bodied in the treaty documents, and 
wants the map attached to the treaty 
to designate the Gaza-Sinai border 
with a dotted line, not the straight 
line marking the rest of the inter- 
national border.

And second, they urged that this 
Egyptian claim be studied carefully 
by Israel before It was rejected out 
of hand as a gross deviation from the 
Camp David framework. Granted, 
these sources said, it was a deviation 
from Camp David; but it might not 
necessarily be a deviation detrimen- 
tal to Israel. Egypt might be seeking 
not to re-annex Gaza, but rather to 
apply the projected Palestinian 
autonomy just to Gaza, and not to the 
West Bank. The autonomy plan has 
encountered almost total hostility 
from West Bank leaders since Camp 
David. But {t has received a more 
mixed and equivocal reaction from 
Gazan notables, especially from the 
city's all-powerful mayor, Rashad 
Shawa. 

The sources argued that if the 
Egyptian intention was to apply the 
Rutonomy to Gaza alone at this 
stage, and If this meant e lessening 
of Egyptian pressure regarding the 
implementation of autonomy on the 
West Bank — this could be a 
beneficial approach from Iareel's 
standpoint too. 

But this assessment was not wide- 
ly held in Jerusalem and the general 
atmosphere here was gloomier than 
at any time since the treaty 
negotiations began, nearly a month 
ago. 


U.S. probing Soviet 
Mig-28s in Cuba 


WASHINGTON (UPI}. — The U.S. fa 
investigating the possibility that the 
Soviet Union has stationed Mig-28 
aircraft with nuclear capability in 
Cuba, the State Department said 
yesterday. 


The creeping despondency, which 
seems to be affecting more and more 
policymakers as the negotiations 
Grag on, stems in part from Israel's 
failure to secure the specific aid 
commitments it seeks from the U.8.

New Beirut clashes

BEIRUT (UPI). — Syrian forces and 
Christian militiamen yesterday 
swapped machine-gun, mortar and 
rocket-propelled grenade fire in 
Beirut and its southeast suburbs as 
the government met to consider a 
nationwide security plan. 

Accurate casualty estimates were 
not immediately available, but the 
(ndependent daily ‘‘An-Nahar" es- 
timated that six people had been kill- 
ed and 18 injured in the fighting. 

Although independent reports 
termed the fighting in downtown 
Belrut and its southeast suburbs 
“exchanges.” a militia spokesman 
accused the Syrians and allied pro-

(PLA) troops of “attempting to 
provoke clashes."

— Residents of the viliage of 
Deir Hanna In Western Gaillee 
yesterday attacked a force of 100 
policemen who were escorting an 
Interlor Ministry demolition team 
sent to wreck an illegally built house 
in the village, officials said.

This 
order was ignored. 

Driving in jeeps and trucks, the 
police force accompanying the 
Interior Ministry demolition tractor 
passed through Deir Hanna shortly 
before 11 a.m. By the time they had 
reached Assa's home on the far side 
of the village, a large crowd, in- 
cluding high school pupils idled by 
the teachers’ strike, had surrounded 
the home and started to attack the 
Policemen with sticka, stones and 
picace of furniture, ministry officials 
sald. 

Police said they fired shots in the

IN HIS NATIVE Delta village, the 
young Anwar Sadat would gaze into 
the starry sky and dream that one 
“day he would “steal” just two stars 
for his officer uniform. He got them 
— in the British-trained Egyptian 
Army. Nasser was his classmate. 

Facing the Italians in the western 
dezert In the summer of 1940, Sadat 
tried to persuade Nasser to seek help 
from thé Axis powers for an Egyp- 
tian uprising against the British, 
claiming ‘‘the enemies of my 
enemies are my friends." ν᾽ 

‘He would have fled with Chief-of- 
Staff Aziz el-Masri to Berlin, but 
balked out at the last moment. He 
planned to blow up the British Em- 
bassy in Cairo, but was dissuaded by 
his friend Nasser. 

Sadat was eventually denounced 
by twe German apies who were 
caught by the British and while 
Sadat was in jail. Nasser supplied 
his wife with an allowance of 10 
Egyptian pounds a month. 

In prison, Sadat used his time to 
Jearn English, German and Persian, 
and to read Harold Laski and 
Toynbee. ° 

This is part of the story told by 
Shmuel Segev in ‘‘Sadat. Haderech 
le-Shalom" (‘'Sadat, the Road to 
Peace’), recently published by 
Massada. Sadat emerges as a cool 
schemer, the very opposite of im- 
pulsive Nasser. ᾿ 

Sadat can appear submissive if it 
suits his Ε: He was not cifend- 
ed being called ‘‘the pet dog of the 
President’ when named deputy- 
president just seven months before 
Nasser's death. 

The. idea of Sadat succeeding 
Nasser was considered a joke by 
seasoned U.S. and British observers 
at the time. But hardly a year passed 
before Sadat showed his true 
colours. 

He demonstrated a shrewd ap- 
preciation of world affairs. And he 
showed an unusual daring to move 
away traditional attitudes without 
provoking undue hostility from the 
people — the result, perhaps, of his 
grass-roots acquaintance with the 
people during the years he eked out 
his living doing odd jobs all over 
Egypt after he escaped from prison. 

It was Sadat, incidentally, who an- 
nounced on the Cairo radio, on July 
23, 1952, that King Farouk had been 
deposed. ° 


SHALOM COHEN, in producing 
“Mitzraim" ("Egypt") as a “Guide 
for Israeli travellers," describes the 
Egypt he loves. 

Born in Iraq, Cohen was taken to 
Alexandria as a child. It was there 
that he joined the Hashomer Hatsair 
club and took an active part in the 
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anti-British demonstrations of his 
non-Jewish comrades. 

Egypt's fight for independence 
was Cohen's fight. it was therefore, 
with some anguis’ that he took part 
in the Sinai campatgn of 1956, He is 
gratified that he prevented biood- 
shed by transmitting, a wire 
line leading to Sharm el-Sheikh, Aluf, 
Yaffe's call for 5 surrender. The out- 
flanked Egyptian C.O. could not 
resist a food Egyptian accent. 

In the past 30 years, Cohen led a 
political fight which involved many 
meanderings. 3 

Associated with Uri Avineri for 
many years, following him into the 
Knesset for one term. he suddenly 
left his comrade. He tried his hand at 
the head of “Black Panthers” and 
was a party to many an outrageous 
political demonstration. Of late, 
however, Cohen has become a 
respectable reporter for a Paris dai- 
ly. 
One. of the sites he commends to 
future Israeli tourists in Egypt is 
Shishak's Temple in Karnak, on 
whose walls is depicted the booty of 
the Libyan-born pharaoh who took 
Jerusalem. 

Shishak‘s raid came in the wake of 
a crafty political stratagem of the 
kind that proves useful to this day: 
Shtshak kept for many years at his 
court a political refugee from the 
Kingdom of Judea by the name of 
Jeroboam. 

On Solomon's death, Jeroboam 
returned to his native land, caused 
the kingdom to split into two, and 
made Shishak’s campaign practical- 
ly a walkover. 


A WORRIED MOTHER has made a 
passionate appeal to Israel's leaders 
to do something drastic about securi- 
ty.

(“The Challenge of Survival"), Ora 
Shem-Or, a “Yediot Aharonot” colum- 
nist and novelist, argues that Israel 
should strike her enemies while they 
are not prepared.

her father's estate after his death, 
even though she also inherited from 
the estate. , 


This decision was given in a case. 
where a seven-year-old inherited a 
substantial part of her deceased 
father’s estate and nevertheless 
claimed, through her mother, that 


receiving from the estate the 
maintenance which her father had 
been paying for her under the 
divorce agreement. 


The Supreme Court held that in 
principle the child was not entitled to 
‘any maintenance from the estate 
because she had received a substan- 
tial inheritance; but that in practice 
she was entitled to continue receiv- 
ing the maintenance awarded her un- 
der the divorce agreement until such 
time as the estate had been wound up 
and she had received cash payment 
of her share in it. ~

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Another look at peace talks 


THE NOTORIOUS psychological barrier between Egypt and 

Isracl may have been appreciably lowered during the past year, 

but it certainly has not been removed. Behind the repeated 

professions of mutual trust there still lurks 8 powerful mental 
suspicion, which is largely responsible for the setback to the 
peace negotiations this week. 

The taiks have rot been officially called off, and ostensibly 
there ἐπ still movement. Egyptian Vice-President Hosni 
Mubarak was on his way to Washington last night, with some 
new proposals which he was to offer to President Carter in per- 
son. Pending the disclosure of these new Egyptian ideas, or 
demands, however, there was to be no final decision by the 
Israel cabinet on the still unresolved issues in the peace treaty. 

Egypt suspects Israe! of planning to have a separate deal con- 
cluded that would allow an indefinite delay in carrying out the 
framework agreement on the West Bank and the Gaza Strip. 
Israel for ita part suspecta that Egypt is seeking prior justifica- 
don for abrogating the treaty by insisting on an impossible time- 
table for the implemeztation of autonomy in the Palestinian 
territories. 

‘Then, too, there is suspicion of American intentions — mainly 
in Israel. Ag seen from Jerusalem, the U.S. treats its obligations 
to Israel, as in financing military re-deployment, as though they 
were favours. No less disturbing is Washington's penchant for 
compromises that are almost invariably more advantageous to 
the Arab side. 

The most recent example is the suggeated U.S. solution to the 
“linkage'' dilemma. A time-table linking the two agreements, 
for Sinai and for the Palestinians, is elther feasible, or it is not. 
if it ien't, then there is no need for even a single deadline, as 
proposed by Secretary Vance. 

In raining the issue of a special status for itself in the Gaza ἡ 
Strip, Egypt haa not made any signal contribution to 8 resolu- 
tion of the problem. On the face of it, the claim is exceedingly 
peculiar, The Gaza Strip is, after all, an area that Egypt, unlike 
Jordan in the West Bank, deliberately refrained from annexing 
during the years of occupation, following the invasion in 1948. 

Some Egyptian sources have been cited as saying that the 
idea, basically, is to help Israel in a situation where the West 
Bank population, and behind them Jordan, are showing little 
enthusiasm for autonomy. The trouble is that Egypt's stock in 
the Gaza Strip is not especially high ameng the people, who still 
remember their mistreatment at the hands of Cairo's military 
and civilian emissaries. 

Israelis are entitled to take this Egyptian explanation with a 
grain of salt. 

Strangely, in view of the pervasive suapicion, Israel has also 
demonstrated, in some instances, unaccountable gullibility in 
accepting Egyptian piedges at face value — for example, 
Egypt's promise to supply Israel with oll, at the world price, 
after withdrawal from the bountiful Alma ollffeld in Sinai. 

A point that deca not seem to have occurred to officials in 
Jerusalem ls that the promise could te worthless, aince It is not 
the government of Egypt that supziies the of] but ar American 
ol] concessionaire, Amoco. It so happens that Amoco, a sub- 
sidiary of Standard Oil of Indiana, has interests in several other 
Arab countries, which maintain a boycott of Israel. 

Thus the company could be barred from making good the 
Egyptian undertaking, without Egypt itself being responsible 
for 4 breach of faith. 

It is still not too late to seek the opening of negotiations on an 
E,gyptien grant of conceasion to the Israeli interests that have 
discoverad Alma, and are now drilling in it. In view of the coun- 
try's present dependence on outside sources of energy — and 
seeing what has recently been happening in Iran, a major 
Israeli supplier — it should be a high priority. 


No room for police union 


THE POLICE high command has perhaps belatedly become 
alert to the threat inherent in the agitation to organize a police 
trade union. But it ls doubtful whether the decision to hale the 
police officers who have been courageous but misguided in 
appealing their case to the media, before police disciplinary 
courta, fs what is needed to put an end to the agitation in police 
ranks. 

Considering the work they do, the dangers they face and the 
hours they put in, Israel's policemen have been and continue to 
be, woefully underpaid. It is thus easy to understand and sym- 
pathize with the sense of frustration of police activists who have 
faited over the years to impress their political superiora with the 
need to bring police pay and working conditions up to 
reasonable levels. The runaway inflation of the past few years 
has added a sense of urgency to that long-standing frustration. 

But unionization of the police force is not the answer. It 15 
possible to advance many arguments for or againat unionization 
of the police force as Jong as the debate remains hypothetical. 
But in the actual practice of trade unioniats in Israel, unioniza- 
tion of the police force would be a sure-fire prescription for com- 
plete demoralization of the force. 

The police, by virtue of its role aa the sole legitimate coercive 
power enforcing the law, cannot be other than hierarchic in 
nature. Commands must be obeyed and implemented and not 
subjected to negotiations or debate. It would certainly be dis- 
tuptive therefore to interpose a competing union hicrarchy in 
the chain of command. 

True, the police activists promise that a union would restrict 
Itself solely to salary questions. But this is clearly a commit- 
ment they cannot keep. A police union, if permitted to cmerge, 
couid not stay out of the field of operations which Is so intertwin- 
ed with that of policemen's working conditions. 

The anawer to the appeal for unionization of the police force is 
not disciplinary action but speedy and determined steps to 
defuse the legitimate and long-standing complaints of 
policemen — and of their wives, who have been in the forefront 
of the latest unrest. 

If the Minister of Police and the police high command wish to 
forestall a mounting campaign for these unacceptable demands 
they must take rapid action to give policemen a fair deal.

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FREEDOM OF expression was 
brought maimed into our palitical 
system. From 1948, it operated un- 
der erippiing devicea such 4s licen- 
sing, censorship and the law of 
seditious be] — all long held un- 
acceptable to lberal democracies. 

This condition in itself iz worth 
deploring time and again. But this 
article {g not just another proteat 
agninst the status quo. it calls atten- 
tion to an unprecedented attack 
against free expression, to which 
this principle, given its fragility, 
may well succumb. Had it been juat 
another principle, the cause for 
alarm would not be ao great. But 
freedom of expression is the essence 
of enlightened society and the very 
guarantor of free and responsive 
government. 

The attack was launched by the 
government. Withholding politica! 
information trom the public and 
releasing selective information, 
which used to be an exception, has 
become the rule. The Justice 
Ministry bas drafted bilis which 
would legitimize press control and 
strengthen the law of defamation. 
and now, the judicial branch has 
stepped in, In a landmark decision, 
the Supreme Court dealt free expres- 
sion a blow which, if not fatal. 
nevertheless is extremely harmful 
and potentially . 

Ὑπὸ subject of the Court‘s deciaion, 
it may be recalled, was a libel sult by 
the Israel Electric Corporation 
against ‘“Ha‘aretz."* One of the 
newspaper's reportera had alleged 
that, in order to soothe public opinion 
at a time of economic ἀλιον κατ tbe 
corporation was arr a 
sale of a luxury car belonging to one 
of its directora. ᾿ 

In 1977, after years of Htigation. 
the Supreme Court ruled in favour of 
“'Ha‘aretz.” In one of the two majori- 
ty opinions, Justice Shamgar. star- 
ting from the premise that free ex- 
pression was indispensable for a free 
and democratic society, ruled that 
every statute that restricts press 
freedom should be narrowly con- 
strued. . 

He therefore interpreted the 
Defamation Law as saying that 
critics of official conduct should be 
absolved from paying damages for 
defamation in the absence of a fin- 
ding that a defendant had acted with 
knowledge of the falsity of his 
statements or with reckless dis- 
regard for the truth. 

In September 1978, however, the 
court took the matter up again and 
reversed its opinion. Justice Landau, 
speaking for four justices (Justice 
Shamgar dissenting); ruled that 
freedom of expression waa just one 
among many principles; that it did 
not enjoy a preferred position in our 
legal system, and that it was inferior 


I HAVE NEWS from the fleld for 
Jimmy Carter.

Farthermere, freedom of expres- 
sion, shielded from governmental 
retribution, is the only mechaniam 
we have yet developed to ensure con- 
stant and vigorous public serutiny of 
the government and to make public 
officials more responsive to the peo- 

le. 


Piyreedom of expression thus 
respected also contributes directly 
to the welfare of the individual 
members of our society. It allows for 
individual self-development and self- 
fulfilment in a way that no 


conformist-orthodox society would © 


allow. 

Against this background, it is clear 
why the principle of tree expression 
has been considered the key to the 
constitutional-liberal state, and why 
it was granted the status of a 

value. In fact, none of the 
ideas summarized here is new to the 
Supreme Court. They were 
presented by former Chief Justice 
Agranat 25 years ago, in the 
celebrated cuse of “Kol Ha‘am."” 

What is most puzzling and distur- 
bing about the Landau decision is 
that it did not pause to consider the 
rationale provided by a stream of 
lberal philosophers and thinkers, 
from the 17th century to the present 
day. It simply dismissed them and

COST-OF-LIVING 
ALLOWANCE 
To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Slr, — Your support of full cost-of- 
living allowances, instead of'70 per 
cent only, was well timed and well 
presented in your editorial of 
November 3. 

However, an important point has 
to be added: before the Sussman 
reform, full cost-of-living allowance 
was paid, but it was free of tax. Asa 
result, employees profited from any 
increase in the cost-of-living 
allowance. The loser wasz the coun- 
try. since it did not receive its ahare 
of the taxes. This increased the coun- 
try's budgetary deficit, thereby 
accelerating the rate of inflation. 

At present, full tax is paid on the 
cost-of-living allowance, but 
employees receive only 70 per centof 
auch an increase before deduction of 

‘tax. Employees now lose, but 
employers profit, paying the 
employees part of the increase 
of the price of the goods, services, 
etc. which they sell. This arrange- 
ment also increases inflation, since 
the employers are now an interested 
party. They also have possibilities to 
increase inflationary pressure. 

The correct solution iz to pay full 
cost-of-living increases, 1.6. 100 per 
cent, but deduct full taxes. This will, 
of course, not prevent inflation but 
may reduce its rate, aince nohody 
will profit from inflation, nor will the 
system fteelf add to the inflationary 


pressure.
